FAYOKED BY AMERICA. 


Secretary Hay Express*** Approval of the 
Anglo.Cermaii Agreement In Re- 
gnrrt to China. 


W ashington. Ort. 23.—The German 
charge d’affaires, Count de Qundt, had 
a conference with Secretary Hay. pre­ 
senting officially the text of the Anglo- 
German agreement, including the invi­ 
tation to the United States to accept 
the principles therein recorded. 
Mr. 
Hay expressed his satisfaction at w hat 
had been done, saying he felt it to be 
in complete harmony with the policy 
this government had pursued, both as 
to the m aintenance of unobstructed 
commerce In China and the territorial 
entity of the empire, and adding th at a 
formal reply would be given in a day 
or two. 
Before receiving the official invita­ 
tion from Germany, Mr. Hay had been 
fully advised of the agreement, and 
had gone over it with great care w ith 
the president Sunday and Monday. 
This was the more necessary, owing 
to the president’s departure for Can 
ton last night. The result of these de­ 
liberations is summed up in the state­ 
ment th at the governm ent views the 
Anglo-German agreem ent with favor. 
It Is also probable th at some attention 
has been given to the d raft of the 
American reply. 
It is likely to be in 
the form of a note of approval rather 
than any formal adherence to the alli­ 
ance. 
About 
the only serious 
question 
which bas arisen as to the American 
reply was on clause 3 of the Anglo 
German agreement. 
This states that 
In case of another power m aking use 
of the complications in China in or 
der to obtain territorial advantages. 
Germany and G reat Britain reserve 
the right to reach a prelim inary under 
standing on the eventual step to bf 
taken for the protection of their inter­ 
ests. 
This is open to the construction 
of being a threat against other powers, 
and there was no desire on the part of 
officials here +o give American adher­ 
ence to anrth in g in the nature of a 
threat. 
It D nroi’-Mo th at the Ameri­ 
can reply will not go beyond accent­ 
ing the principle that Germany and 
Great Br’+ain have a right to agree 
between them selves as to their event­ 
ual course. ____________ _

H is Demise Ascribed to Brain 
Exhaustion.

Washington, Oct. 23.—Death came to 
the Hon. John Sherman in this city 
after almost 3t> hours of nearly com­ 
plete unconsciousness. During the last 
15 hours of his life he was all the time 
mconscious, and passed away while in 
Chia condition. 
A number of rela­ 
tives and friends who had assembled 
lo Washington were at the bedside 
when the end came. The most devoted 
a f them was Mrs.McCallum, the adopt- 
«d daughter of the Secretary and Mrs. 
Sherman, who remained constantly at 
Che bedside during the last hours. 
Brain exhaustion was given as the 
arase of death. 
Mr; Sherman's demise occurred in the 
handsome home on K street, which he 
had erected eight years ago. 
He had held a prominent place in the 
legislative and administrative branches 
a f the government for about 40 years. 
The funeral arrangements, so far as 
MMT pertain to the services in Wash- 
ington, will take place at the lateVesl- 
tflence of Mr. Sherman tomorrow after­ 
t a n about I o’clock, Rev. Mackay 
Shi!th, of St. John’s Episcopal church, 
hMng the officiating clergyman. Imme­ 
diately after the services the body will 
ha taken to Mansfield, O., where the ar­ 
rangements for the last sad rites have 
teen left In the hands of Representa­ 
tive W. S. Kerr and other friends of 
the family. 
Services will be held 
Thin Blay probably in the Episcopal 
Sta rch usually attended by Mr. Sher- 
w an when at Mansfield, and the inter- 
B a it will be made on that afternoon in 
the family burial lot beside the grave 
Bf Mrs. Sherman. 
The party going 
from here will include relatives and 
friends and also representatives of the 
•tate and treasury departments.

M il incomplete, but as far as those 
Invited have accepted include the fol­ 
lowing: Secretary Gage, Justice B ar­

The members of 
file cabinet now here will attend the 
aer VI cee at the house, and President 
HcKtnley will go to Mansfield from 
C anton to attend the services there. 
the large family of brothers and 
tooters originally comprising the Sher­ 
m an family only two brothers survive. 
Some weeks ago the secretary deeded 
the K street property to Mrs. McCal- 
Inra. The secretary was a large holder 
of real estate in this city, having in­ 
vested extensively in that line from 
tim e to time during his residence here. 
Conservative estimates of his wealth 
B fa* It at a round million dollars, 
m bst of which is believed to consist of 
Washington real estate. 
Other in­ 
vestments consist of securities, and it 
Is stated that the old family home at 
Mansfield, O.. remained in#his posses­ 
sion. notwithstanding reports that he 
had disposed of it prior to his return 
in Washington last month. 
Mr. Sherman was well known about 
Hift streets of Washington. 
He was 
TOftd of walking, and In his later years 
he drove almost every afternoon in a 
large open carriage, accompanied until 
her death by Mrs. Sherman.

wrfth a corps of engineers engaged in con­ 
stru c tin g th e Ohio system of canals.

B egalr work w ith them a t Lowell, 0 ., and 
B i th * spring of 1838 w as nlaced fcanano- 


rarlly in marge of th e Work at Beverly. 
O., w here he rem ained during th e rest of 
his service w ith the engineers. 
In 1838. th e Whig party having lost the 
sta te election, he lost his place, and a t 
once went to Mansfield, O.. w here he be­ 
gan to study law with his brother C harles 
H ere he re g u la r!’ prepared th e pleadings 
and did a good share of th e office work. 
A fter th e first re a r he w as entirely self! 
supporting.

governor and participated alt*) as a dele­ 
gate in th e form ation of th e Republican 
party a t Philadelphia, a fte r which he took 
his seat in th e national congress six years 
before th e breaking out of th e Civil W ar. 
T here w as a fierce aud prolonged struggle 
atten d a n t upon the election of a speaker 
of th is house, and Mr. Sherm an finally de­ 
clared his intentkm to vote for G eneral N. 
P. Banks, because of his attitu d e tow ard 
slavery. Mr. Banks having said th a t th e re­ 
peal of th e M issouri Com promise 
would 
not give any advantage to the slave traffic 
lf he could avoid It. 
Mr. Sherm an was appointed a member of 
Hie K ansas investigating com m ittee with 
regard to th e troubles there, aw l th is ap­ 
pointm ent m arked th e turning point in his 
political career. 
Mr. Sherm an, a t th e re­ 
quest of his colleagues, collected th e te sti­ 
mony and form ulated th e report. 
W hen 
presented to congress it caused deep feeling 
and w as th e Issue in th e presidential cam­ 
paign of 1856. 
In th a t cam paign Mr. Sher- 
mon supported John C. Frem ont for th e pres­ 
idency. 
Bills appropriating public money w ere al­ 
w ays closely scrutinized by Mr. Sherm an, 
and b f his d o se atten tio n to th e business 
of the house he becam e recognized tow ard 
th e close of his second term as one of the 
forem ost men In th e body. 
In February, 
1861, he first saw A braham Lincoln, and 
th e friendship betw een th e tw o men form ed 
at th a t tim e lasted until th e death of the 
latter. 
W hen the Civil W ar broke out Mr. 
Sherm an tendered his services as an aide- 
de-camp w ithout pay until th e m eeting of 
the first w ar congress. 
H e then had re­ 
cruited a t his ow n expense tw o com panies 
of infantry, a squadron of cavalry and a 
battery of artillery. 
W hen Salmon P. Chase resigned his seat 
as United S tates senator from Ohio in 1861 
to accept a portfolio in L incoln's cabinet 
Mr. Sherm an w as elected senator, and re­ 
tained the seat during th e w ar, although he 
strenuously desired to enlist and po to the 
front. 
Ile w as a m em ber of th e senate 
com m ittee ou finance during th e w ar, and 
had charge of those g reat m easures which 
upheld th e credit of th e U nited S tates a t 
home and abroad during th a t try in g period. 
In the sum m er of 1862 he took charge of 
the national banking bill a t th e request of 
the secretary of the treasury, and m ade the 
only speech in th e senate in its favor, a l­ 
though th e bill was before th a t body for IO 
days. 
A fter th e w ar, w hen he had been re­ 
elected senator, he w as again chairm an of 
the senate com m ittee on finance, and his 
many 
b rilliant 
financial 
successes as 
a 
member of th a t com m ittee or its chairm an 
for many years are well rem em bered. W hen 
th e C redit Ai obi J ie* investigation was being 
m ade Mr. Sherm an w as attack ed by many 
people, who said he had m ade much money 
during th e w ar and m ust have m ade It 
luipi*»perly. 
H e answ ered these attack s 
w ith proof to the contrary, and silenced 
his accusers. 
In 1874 he initiated a t W ashington the 
m ovem ent 
for the resum ption bt specie 
paym ents, and w as chosen to th e U nited 
S tate s senate for the third tim e. 
President 
H ayes w as Inaugurated March 4, 1877, aud 
at once m ade Mr. Sherm an secretary of the 
treasury. 
The la tte r took m easures for the 
sale of bonds, and In other w ays provided 
for th e resum ption of specie paym ents, 
.g a in st th e croaking of financiers all over 
th e country, aud his success stam ped him 
as one of th e g reatest financiers of the 
w orld. 
In 1877 he was again elected U nited 
S tates senator. 
In 1880 Mr. Sherm an w as a 
candidate for the Republican jiom inatkra 
for president of th e U nited S ta ts , bls name 
being presented to the w nventioh by Jam es 
A. Garfield, of Ohio, to whom the nom .na­ 
tion finally w ent. A fterw ard Mr. Sherm an 
charged 
th a t 
he 
had 
been 
deliberately 
cheated of th e nom ination. 
Ile w as touted 
•at later conventions as a possible candi­ 
d ate for president, but never attain ed his 
am bition in th is direction, which Is known 
to have em bittered th e last few years of 
h is life. 
In 1802 he w as chosen U nited 
S tates senator from Ohio, but resigned the 
seat in 1807 to become secretary of sta te 
in th e cabinet of P resident M cKinley. 
Ill- 
health com pelled his retirem ent from th at 
position in th e spring of 1808, and he then 
retired 
from 
public* 
life, 
vacillating 
be­ 
tw een his sum m er home at Mansfield. O.. 
and his w inter residence a t W ashington. 
Early In the present slim m er Mrs. Sher­ 
man died at the Mansfield home, a fte r a 
very brief illness, 
The couple w ere child­ 
less. aud adopted a daughter some years 
ago. who afterw ard m arried and resided 
a t th e Sherm an house in W ashington. D ur­ 


ing m a en tire pantie m e air. 
anem ia n 
m aintained his hom e a t Mansfield, O. There 
he w as a fam iliar figure dnrlng th e sum m er 
m onths, well known to every person in th a t 
city, and being an especial favorite of the 
children.

President Issued a Proclam ation—Called 


at Sherm an Hom e—Mrs. Mc­

retary of state. The president at once 
directed that the white house be closed 
to visitors and that the flag over the 
executive mansion be placed at half- 
mast. lit* also ordered that some flow­ 
ers be sent to the Sherman home, and 
then went there himself to express his 
sorrow to the bereaved family.

A man in the crowd at Newburg said, 
in a low tone of voice, "Why did you 
call Democrats cowards and dishon­ 
est?” Roosevelt heard him and flung 
back quickly this characteristic reply, 
"It’s a lie; I never said such a thing. 
It is Democrats—good Democrats—who 
will swell our majority.” 
Toward the end of his remarks at 
Newburg the governor was interrupted 
a number of times by some shouts of 
"What is the matter with Bryan?”

Kingston, N. Y., Oct. 23.—Governor 
Roosevelt finished the first day of his 
flying campaign through the state in 
Kingston after traveling 81) miles and 
making eight speeches, the longest be­ 
ing at Newburg and Kingston. At the 
former place, the home of the Republi­ 
can candidate for governor, he talked 
to a vast assemblage, having to speak 
in two places. Spectators Interrupted 
the speaker with questions, in every in­ 
stance receiving a reply. 
At West 
Nyack, a man close to the car cried 
and reiterated, “Hurrah for Bryan!” 
and Mr. Roosevelt replied, “Why don't 
you hurrah for Altgeld and Aguinal­ 
do?” 
The cheering ceased. 
Another 
called, “What about the Ice trust? 
and he answered, “This election will 
be decided by the patriots and men of 
sense in the country, who outnumber 
the junker shouters of your type. The 
ice trust will he attended to in a 
proper legal way.” 
A man In the crowd at Newburg said, 
in a low tone of voice, “Why did you 
call Democrats cowards and dishon­ 
est?” Roosevelt heard him and flung 
back quickly this characteristic reply, 
“It’s a lie; I never said such a thing. 
It is Democrats—good Democrats—who 
will swell our majority.” 
Toward the end of his remarks at 
Newburg the governor was interrupted 
a nlimiter of times by some shouts of 
What is the matter with Bryan?

o’clock this anernoon was not held In 
the Moorish room as at first intended, 
but in the Salon Louis Quinze. Col­ 
onel Bryan’s portrait, framed in a silk 
American flag, was 
just behind the 
chair reserved for Mayor Van Wyck, 
the presiding officer. 
It was discov­ 
ered d uring 
the afternoon that the 
decorator had, in arranging the por 
trait of Colonel Bryan, intertwined the 
Filipino and American colors about 
the picture. 
This was believed to be 
an error, and at dinner time the col 
ors of Aguinaldo were conspicuously 
absent. 
When all were seated Colonel Bryan 
was between Croker and Mayor Van 
Wyck. 
The much-disputed cost of the din 
ner was settled by the Hoffman house 
management, who said that the cost 
was $12 per plate, exclusive of the 
wines. 
About 200 men from the different 
city departments were on hand to act 
as ushers at Madison Square garden 
Colonel Bryan entered at 7:15 o’clock 
As the fire of Mr. Croker, behind 
which appeared Colonel Bryan’s was 
seen the crowd 
burst 
forth In one 
great 
prolonged 
yell. 
As 
Colonel 
Bryan, escorted by Mr. Croker, mount 
ed the speakers’ stand the cheering 
was continuous. 
Colonel Bryan rose 
to his feet and raised his hand. 
Mr 
Croker pulled him back into his seat 
The cheering 
went 
on. 
Then Mr 
Croker rose, hesitated a moment, then 
raised his hand for silence. 
Instead 
of ceasing 
tbs 
crowd broke forth 
louder than ever. When quiet was re 
stored Mr. Groker rose, took Mr. Shep­ 
ard by the hand and introduced him 
to the audience as chairman of the 
meeting. 
It was shortly after 9 o'clock when 
the cavalcade heading the Bryan party 
rode down Madison 
avenue 
to the 
stand. 
The carriage could not drive 
within 50 feet of it, and Colonel Bry­ 
an, Mr. Croker, Mr. Hearst and James 
Shevlin, of Brooklyn, who were in car­ 
riages, walked to the stand. 
The minute Colonel Bryan stopped 
speaking Mr. Croker took his arm and 
led him to the rear of the stand to see 
the crowd assembled there. He waved 
his hat to them and Mr. Croker asked 
him: 
“Did you ever see anything like 
It?” 
' 
“Wonderful, 
wonderful,” 
Colonel 
Bryan replied. 
Colonel Bryan and his party arrived 
at Tammany hall 
at 9:25. 
Senator 
Mackey was speaking, but as soon as 
the crowd recognized Bryan it rose 
to its feet and cheered for several min­ 
utes. 
Richard Croker, who

panied Colonel Bryan, took a seat on 
the rear of the platform while the can 
didate went to the front and acknowl­ 
edged the greeting.

interstate wholesale and retail busi­ 
ness.

When the workmen started 
to go to their homes under the protec 
hon of coni and iron police fully 5,OOI' 
people had gathered. 
A telephone 
^passage was sent to police headquar­ 
ters in this city for help, and Ufcief ot 
Police Kline and a number of officers 
responded. 
The men who had been at work were 
put on board a small mine locomotive. 
but before the locomotive could get 
under way someone fired. 
The police 
returned tin* lire, but no one was 
struck. Another volley from the win­ 
dows of some houses followed. 
Every 
pane of glass in the cab of the locomo­ 
tive was broken, but no one was 
wounded. Two of the workmen on the 
locomotive Jumped off and were knock­ 
ed down and kicked, but were rescued 
by the police.

W ashington, Oct. 23. The German 
charge d'affaires, Count de Qundt, hail 
a conference with Secretary Hay. pre­ 
senting officially the text of the Anglo- 
German agreement, including the Invi­ 
tation to the United States to accept 
the principles therein recorded. 
Mr. 
Hay expressed his satisfaction at what 
had been done, saying he felt it to be 
in complete harmony with the policy 
this government had pursued, both as 
to the maintenance of unobstructed 
commerce In China and the territorial 
entity of the empire, and adding that a 
formal reply would be given in a day 
or two. 
Before receiving the official invita­ 
tion from Germany. Mr. Hay had been 
fully advised of the agreement, and 
had gone over it with great care with 
the president Sunday and Monday. 
This was the more necessary, owing 
to the president’s departure for Can­ 
ton last night. The result of these de­ 
liberations is summed up in the state­ 
ment that the government views the 
Anglo-German agreement with favor. 
It is also probable that some attention 
bas been given to the draft of the 
American reply. 
It is likely to be in 
the form of a note of approval rather 
than any formal adherence to the all! 
anre. 
About 
the only serious 
question 
which bas arisen as to the American 
reply was on clause 3 of the Anglo- 
German agreement. 
This states that 
In case of another power making use 
of the complications In China In or­ 
der to obtain territorial advantages. 
Germany and Great Britain reserve 
the right to reach a preliminary under­ 
standing on the eventual step to be 
taken for tile protection of their Inter­ 
ests. 
ThD is open to the construction 
of being a threat against other powers, 
and there was no desire on the part of 
officials here +r> give American adher­ 
ence to anvthimr in the nature of a 
threat. 
Tt is n r 1 - Me that tho Ameri­ 
can reply will not co beyond accept­ 
ing tho nr»nclnlo that Germany and 
Great Brucin have a right to agree 
between themselves as to their event­ 
ual course.

W ashington, Oct. 23.—Death came to 
the Hon. John .Sherman in this city 
after almost 3(5 hours of nearly com­ 
plete unconsciousness. During the last 
IS hours of his life he was all the time 
unconscious, ami passed away while in 
th is (Condition. 
A number of rela­ 
tives and friends who had assembled 
In W ashington were at the bedside 
when the end came. The most devoted 
o f them was Mrs.McCallum, the adopt­ 
ed daughter of the Secretary and Mrs. 
Sherman, who remained constantly at 
the bedside (luring the last hours. 
Brain exhaustion was given as the 
douse of death. 
Mr. Sherman’s demise occurred in the 
handsome home on K street, which he 
had erected eight years ago* 
H e had held a prominent place in the 
legislative and administrative branches 
o f the government for about 40 years. 
The funeral arrangements, so far as 
they pertain to the services in W ash­ 
ington, will take place at the la te'resi­ 
dence of Mr. Sherman tomorrow after­ 
noon about I o’clock. Rev. Mackay 
Borith, of St. John’s Episcopal church, 
being the officiating clergyman. Imme­ 
diately after the services the body will 
he taken to Mansfield. O.. where the ar­ 
rangem ents for the last sad rites have 
been left In the hands of Representa­ 
tiv e W. S. Kerr and other friends of 
th e filmily. 
Services will be held 
Thursday probably In the Episcopal 
«!hi?ivh usually attended by Mr. Sher­ 
m an when at Mansfield, and the inter­ 
m ent will be made on that afternoon In 
the family burial lot beside the grave 
o f Mrs. Sherman.

’Conservative estimates of Ids wealth 
place It at a round million dollars, 
m ost of which Is believed to consist of 
W ashington real estate.

vestm ents consist of securities, and It 
is stated that the old family home at 
Mansfield.

W ashington, Oct. 23.—Tho news of 
Mr. Sherman’s death was immediately 
communicated to the president and sec­ 
retary of state. The president at once 
directed that the white house lie closed 
to visitors and that the flag over the 
executive mansion he placed at half- 
mast. 
He also ordered that some flow­ 
ers In* sent to the Sherman home, and 
then went there himself to express his 
sorrow to the bereaved family.

McKinley later drove to the Sherman 
home and left lier card. 
After ii meeting of the cabinet the 
president issued tin* following procla­ 
mation to tin* people of the United 
States:

and afterw ard as secretary of state. W heth­ 
er In debate during the dark hours of oar 
Civil War. or as the director of the w nn- 
try 's finances during the period of rehabil­ 
itation or as a trusted councillor in fram ­ 
ing the nation’s laws for over 40 years, or as 
the exponent of its forego policy, his course 
was ever marked by devotion to the best 
Interests of his beloved land, and by able 
and conscientious effort to uphold its dig­ 
nity and honor. 
His countrym en will long 
revere his memory and see in him a type *)f 
the patriotism, the uprightness and the zeal 
th at go to molding and strengthening a na­ 
tion. 
In fitting expression of th e sense of be­ 
reavement that afflicts the republic, I direct 
that on the day of the funeral the execu­ 
tive offices of the United S tates display the 
national flag at half-mast, and th at the rep­ 
resentatives of the United S tates in foreign 
countries shall pay in like manlier appro 
prlate tribute to the illustrious dead for a

At the 
former place, the home of the Republi­ 
can candidate for governor, he talked 
to ti vast assemblage, having to speak 
in two places. 
Spectators Interrupted 
the speaker with questions, in every in­ 
stance receiving a reply. 
At West 
Nyack, a man close to the car cried 
aud reiterated, “Hurrah for Bryan!" 
and Mr. Roosevelt replied, "Why don t 
you hurrah for Altgeld and Aguinal­ 
do?’’ 
The cheering ceased. 
Another 
called, "W hat about the ice trust?” 
and he answered, "This election will 
be decided by the patriots and men of 
sense in the country, who outnumber 
the junker shouters of your type. The 
ice trust will he attended to in a 
proper legal way." 
A man in the crowd at Newburg said, 
in a low tone of voice, "Why did you 
call Democrats cowards and disbon 
est?” 
Roosevelt heard him and flung 
back quickly this characteristic reply, 
" It’s a lie; I never said such a thing 
It is Democrats—good Democrats—who 
will swell our majority.”

The 
dinner 
tendered 
William J. 
Bryan at the Hoffman house, at 5:50 


o'clock this arternoon was not held in 
the Moorish room as at first intended, 
but in the Salon Louis Quinze. Col­ 
onel Bryan’s portrait, framed in a silk 
American flag, was 
just behind the 
chair reserved for Mayor Van Wyck, 
the presiding officer. 
It was discov­ 
ered during 
the afternoon that the 
decorator had, in arranging the poi 
trait of Colonel Bryan, intertwined the 
Filipino and American 
colors about 
the picture. 
This was believed to be 
an error, and at dinner time the col­ 
ors of Aguinaldo were conspicuously 
absent. 
When all were seated Colonel Bryan 
was between Croker and Mayor Van 
Wyck. 
The much-disputed cost of the din­ 
ner was settled by the Hoffman house 
management, who said that the cost 
was $12 per plate, exclusive 
of the 
wines. 
About 200 men from the different 
city departments were on hand to act 
as ushers at Madison Square garden. 
Colonel Bryan entered at 7:15 o’clock. 
As the face of Mr. Croker, behind 
which appeared Colonel Bryan’s was 
seen the crowd 
burst 
forth in one 
great 
prolonged 
yell. 
As 
Colonel 
Bryan, escorted by Mr. Croker. mount 
ed the speakers’ stand the cheering 
was continuous. 
Colonel Bryan rose 
to his feet and raised his hand. 
Mr. 
Croker pulled him back into his seat. 
The cheering 
went 
on. 
Then Mr. 
Croker rose, hesitated a moment, then 
raised his hand for silence. 
Instead 
of ceasing 
the 
crowd 
broke forth 
louder than ever. WThen quiet was re­ 
stored Mr. Groker rose, took Mr. Shep­ 
ard by the hand and introduced him 
to the audience as chairman of the 
meeting. 
It was shortly after 9 o’clock when 
the cavalcade heading the Bryan party 
rode down Madison 
avenue 
to the 
stand. 
The carriage could not drive 
within 50 feet of it, and Colonel Bry­ 
an, Mr. Croker, Mr. Hearst and James 
Shevlin, of Brooklyn, who were in car­ 
riages, walked to the stand. 
The minute Colonel Bryan stopped 
speaking Mr. Croker took his arm and 
led him to the rear of the stand to see 
the crowd assembled there. He waved 
his hat to them and Mr. Croker asked 
him: 
“ Did you ever see anything like 
it?”

Bryan replied. 
Colonel Bryan and his party arrived 
at Tammany hall 
at 9:25. 
Senator 
Mackey was speaking, but as soon as 
the crowd recognized Bryan it rose 
to its feet and cheered for several m in­ 
utes.
